Bekkum also cited 
American Gas Association 
figures which showed the 
average ■ per foot ' drilling 
costs for onshore wells rose 
about 115 percent from 1970 
to 1977) New wells are. 
frequently much deeper than 
older wells. 



NI-Gas' supply costs 
which are regulated by 
federal agencies are curren- 
tly about 26 cents per 100 
cubic, feet, an increase of 
almost eight cents over a 
year ago. The increase in 
costs is passed on to the 
customer by NI-Gas with no 
markup or additional profit 
after review 1 ' by the Illinois 
Commerce Commission.

'C. Balanza received severe gashes and bruises about the 
face and M. Kalatta had several of his teeth knocked out 
when the Ford sedan in which they were riding crashed 
headon into Miss Anna Filson's machine which was standing 
on Main St. in front of the William Morley house. Miss Filson 
backed out onto the road from the Laursen yard, the car skid- 
ded in such a way that if landed on the west side of the street 
and faced north. No sooner had she applied the brakes than 
she saw a Ford sedan approaching her at a high rate of 
speed. She realized it was useless for her to attempt to move 
her car, but believed there was plenty of room for. the car to 
pass. When the crash occurred, the Ford was turned com- 
pletely over and the occupants were unable to get out until 
the car wa s righted.
